The inmates of Reformatory Schools decreased by 70 in 
1887, the number of boys being less by 63, and of girls by 7. 

The inmates of Reformatory Schools in Ireland at the close of 
1887, were less in number than that at any period during the 
last seventeen years.

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Eduoational Status. 

Education Sixty-nine boys, or 47 per cent., and 13 girls, or 40 per cent, 
committed to Reformatory Schools in 1SS7 Were totally un- 
educated. Iu 188C the per-centage was 48 par cent, of boys and 
43 of girls. 

Parental Circumstances. 

The parental circumstances of young offenders committed in 
Ireland to Reformatories during 1SS7 were much the same as iu 
previous years. 

Discharges. 

pw«(" The Discharges from Reformatory Schools iu 1887 amounted 
“ s7 ' to 284, viz., 248 boys, and 36 girls. The corresponding numbers 
for 1886 were — boys, 200 ; girls, 39 ; total, 239 ; showing an 
increase of 45 in 1887. 

The young offenders discharged wore disposed of as follows ; — 



From the above it appears that 57 young offenders emigrated in 
1887 on discharge from the Schools, the corresponding number in 
1886 being 35. In 1S87 15 boys enlisted, and 18 in 1886. 



Deaths in Reformatories. 

Five boys died during 1887 — 2 from lung disease; 1 from 
brain disease, 1 heart disease, 1 not classified (septicoemia).

The Reports of Governors of Prisons for 1S87, show that the 
numbers of offenders sentenced to imprisonment in 1887, who had 
previously been inmates of a Reformatory at some period since the 
passing of the Act in 1S5S, were 115, vis.: 94 males, 21 females. 

The numbers discharged since the passing of the Act were 
males 4,701, females 1,105. 

It is worthy of note that a large proportion of the above re- 
convictions were for drunkenness and assaults, whereas only a 
small per-centage were re-convicted of larceny or more serious 
crimes. 

Many of the commitments were for offences of a comparatively 
trifling nature, or of a character not indicating criminal tendency. 

"When considering the subject of relapses of young offenders, 
the large numbers which have passed through the institutions 
must be taken into account.

The above return shows that the total receipts for the mainten- 
ance of Reformatory Schools in Ireland amounted to£23,473 Os. 8 d. 
in 1887, of which sum £14,171 8s. 2d. was contributed out of 
Treasury vote, and£6, 574 3s. lid. from local rates. (See table, p. 66). 

The amount of voluntary subscriptions in 1887 was £613 15s. 6 cl, 
being £14 2s. 8tf. less than in previous year. The industrial 
profits were £1,375 11s. 8c!., being £65 11s. 9 d. more than in 1886.

The average cost per head for maintenance, including rent, 
interest and disposal, but deducting industrial profit, was 
£24 6s. Id. for boys, and £24 19s. 6d. for girls. 

The highest cost per head for boys was £29 3s. 5 d. (at Upton), 
the lowest £18 19s. lOtl. (Malone). 

The highest cost for girls was £28 15s. 8 d. (Cork-street), the 
lowest £18 15s. 10c!. (Monaghan). The high cost per head.at 
Cork-street is due tothesmall number of juveniles under detention 
during the year (13). 



Industrial Schools. 

The number of certified Industrial Schools in Ireland on 31st 
December 1886, was 66.- Two new schools were certified during 
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1887, one for Roman Catholic boys at Baltimore, co. Cork, and 
one for Protestant girls at Shamrock Lodge, Belfast. There 
were consequently GS schools in Ireland certified under the 
Industrial Schools Act on the 31st December, 1887, viz.: —

The Number of children actually in the schools on the 
31st December, 1887, was — boys, 2,984; girls, 4,289; total, 7,273; 
(being an increase of 158 boys and an increase of 16 girls on the 
previous year). Of these G4 boys and 198 girls (who were in excess 
of the limits fixed by the rules of each school, or under six years 
of age), although sentenced by magistrates to detention in the 
schools, under the Industrial Schools Act, were not paid for 
out of the Treasury grant, and were supported by the managers 
from other sources, as voluntary inmates. The total number of 
inmates in Industrial Schools paid for out of the Treasury grant 
on 31st December, 1887, therefore amounted to 7,011, being an 
increase of 150 on previous year.

Educational Status. 

The Educational Status of young persons admitted year after 
year into Industrial Schools in Ireland plainly evinces the deplor- 
ably illiterate condition of the class of children from which the 
inmates of these institutions are taken.

The figures in the above table show that 57 per cent, of the 
children received into Irish Industrial Schools in 1SS7 were, 
when admitted, quite illiterate. The returns oi previous years are 
likewise evidence that the normal educational status of children 
sent to these institutions yearly deteriorates. Fifty-five per cent, 
of the children sent thereto in 1882 were quite illiterate. In 
1883 the per-centage of those who could neither read nor wilts, 
when admitted, was 60, and in 1S84 it was 61 per cent. In 1885, 

59 per cent. In 1886, 61 per cent. 

The Family Circumstances of the children admitted to 
Industrial Schools in 1 887 were much the same as in previous 
years. The reports received daily from the Constabulary afford 
evidence of the great poverty of the class from which the children 
of these schools come. 

Discharges. 

The Discharges from Industrial Schools in 1887 were— -boys puetisrgei 
498, girls, 637, total 1,135, showing an increase of 68 in the m 11187 - 
number of discharges of boys, and an increase of 55 in that of 
girls, as compared with the previous year 1886-

27 boys and 52 girls died in the schools during the year 1887, 
and 8 girls died while on licence with friends, making in all a 
total of 87, as compared with 79 in the previous year. 

The following were reported to be the causes of death : — 

From disease of the lung, 50 ; of the brain, 12 ; of the heart, 6 ; 
of mesenteric, 4 ; of Bpinal, 5 ; scarlatina, 2 ; croup, 2 ; accident, 
1 ; not classified, 5. 

The Total Admissions to certified Industrial Schools (excluding 
transfers) amounted, up to December 31st, 1887, to : — Boys, 8,614 ; 
girls, 12,539 ; total, 21,153. 

The Total Discharges to same date (excluding transfers) 
amounted to : — Boys, 5,340; girls, 7,822 ; total, 13,162.

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13,162 children have been discharged from Industrial Schools 
in Ireland during the fifteen years which have elapsed since the 
passing of the Industrial Schools Act for Ireland. Of these 307 
boys went to sea, 86 enlisted, and 235 boys and 724 girls are 
stated to have emigrated on discharge from the schools. 

The Results of the working of Industrial Schools, as tested by Remits, 
the numbers reported on, are as follows : — 

Total number who left the schools during the three years 1884- 
85-86 was 3,507, viz., boys, 1,756 ; girls, 1,751. 

Of these, 13 boys and 4 girls were committed to Reformatories, 

B4 boys and 134 girls died in the schools, 9 boys and 17 girls 
whose detention orders were deemed insufficient were discharged 
by the Chief Secretary ; 451 boys and 6 girls were transferred to 
other industrial schools, and 1 0 boys were discharged from the 
Kerry Home School, the certificate of which was withdrawn. 

The total to be reported on up to 31st December, 1S88, was 
therefore, 2,779, viz., 1,189 boys, 1,590 girls. 

Of the boys, 25 died after discharge, leaving 1,1 64 to be reported,

Cost peh Head in 1887. 

In the hoys' schools the cost per head, including rent,interest paid 
on loans and expenses of disposal, but omitting cost of buildings, 
land, &c., and deducting profit or adding loss on industrial depart- 
ments, ranged from £25 0s. fid, at Milltown, Belfast, to 
£15 ISs. 4d. at Blackrock, Dublin. The average cost per head in 13 
schools for grown boys, was £18 16s. fid. 

The cost in the schools for young boys was £20 3s. 8d. at 
Drogheda, £1 9 14s. lOd. at Cappoquin, £.18 9s. 6d. at Kilkenny, 

£20 Is. lid. at Passage West School, and £19 12s. id. at Rathdrum 
School. 

In the girls’ schools the cost per head varied from £21 15s. id. 
at Bullaghaderreen, £21 Ss. 9 a. at Monaghan, £21 Is. 6 d. at St. 
George’s, Limerick, and £21 5s. id. at Kilkenny (F.) to £14 lls; id. 
at Clifden. The average cost per head in the 46 schools for 
gills was £17 14s. 9 d. 

In the Killarney schools for young boys and girls the cost was 
£16 l’Os. 2d. 
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Profit amd Loss. 

Ia the boj's’ schools the highest profits on industrial depart- 
ments were £4 Is. 7d. per head at St. Nicholas’s, and £1 17s. 7d. 
at Greenmount. No profit or loss is shown in the Gibraltar 
ship, as the boys in it do not work for the public. There was 
a loss of £164 Os. lit?, at Milltown, Belfast, and of £41 17s. lid, 
at Clonmel. The average profits in 1.0 schools for grown boys was 
£1 5s. 8 d. 

In the girls’ schools the highest profits were £4 Os. 10c?. per 
head at Tipperary, £3 16s. 2d. at St. Vincent’s, and £6 2s. 5ci. at 
Glanmire. There was no profit or loss in Louglu-ea Industrial 
School. Average profits in 44 girls’ schools, £1 13s. 3c?. 



Receipts axd Expenditube. 

At page 48 ct ptosf, Appendix IV,, will be found the items of 
receipts and expenditure in each Industrial School in Ireland 
during 18S7. 

The total receipts in 1887 were £153,923 12s. 7d., the expendi- 
ture £167,662 7a. 7d, towards which the Treasury contributed 
£89,580 11s. 9c?. or more than one-half. The amount received 
from voluntary subscriptions was £16,989 11s. 3d. Industrial 
profits realized £9,532 12s. lei., and £35,236 3s. ad. were con- 
tributed out of local rates by the Grand Juries of counties and 
boroughs in Ireland.

Having only been appointed on the 19th March, 1888, to 
succeed Dr. MacCabe as Temporary Inspector of Reformatory 
and Industrial Schools, I did nob fill the office of Inspector 
during any portion of the period covered by this Report, viz., 
from January 1st to December 3 1st, 1887, and it is, therefore, 
impossible for me to do more tlian merely append the usual 
statistics relative to the Schools and their inmates. 

Since my appointment I have inspected a number of the 
Schools, and already I have been much impressed by the good 
work that these institutions, directed by able and zealous 
Managers, are doing. I think it better to reserve detailed obser- 
vations until the next Report, when I trust a larger experience 
will enable me to express definite opinions on the management 
of particular Schools. I must, however, acknowledge. the obli- 
gation I am under to my predecessor, Dr. MacCabe, for the most 

B 
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valuable assistance I received from him in taking over charge of 
this Department. Though he himself was only connected with 
the Schools for a short time, he collected, as the result of a keen 
observation, a large amount of facts and statistics, which he 
kindly placed at my disposal, and which I find a great assistance 
in my inspections. Short, as I have said, was Dr. MacCahe’s 
period of office, his influence on the Schools was most marked, 
and he succeeded in winning the respect and confidence of the 
Managers, while he never hesitated to express his opinion of 
defects or shortcomings which came under his notice. 

Dr. MacOabe’s suggestions were marked by the accuracy and 
completeness which characterise all his work, and I have observed 
that whenever they have been acted on by the Managers the 
results have been excellent. 

Dor the Statistics of answering of Industrial Pupils in National 
Schools, given at pp. 16, 17, I am indebted to Mr. Molloy, Chief of 
Inspection, National Board of Education. 

In conclusion, I have to express my appreciation of the 
courtesy and assistance I have received from the Staff of the 
Reformatory and Industrial Schools Department, and my sense of 
the efficient manner in which the office duties are" performed by 
them.

The Inspector of Reformatory and Industrial Schools requests the 
attention of Managers to the importance of having a careful examination 
made of the arms of all children admitted to their schools in order 
to ascertain whether they have been vaccinated in infancy. Tho 
Inspector lias observed that a large proportion of the children in 
Industrial Schools present no traces of primary vaccination, and are 
unprotected against the danger of contracting small-pox. 

The proper course for Managers to adopt would be to request tho 
medical attendant to examine the vaccination marks of the children. 
The medical attendant would then exercise his judgment as to the 
measures to be taken in each case ; in many instances primary 
vaccination will be found necessary, in others re-vaccination may be 
considered desirable. It may be well to mention, for tho information 
of Managers, that under the Compulsory Vaccination and Public Health 
Acts, the person having the care or custody of a child is held responsible 
for its protection against small-pox by securing its vaccination, and 
that such obligation can bo enforced against the custodian of the child 
until it attains the age of 11 years. It is to be hoped that in the 
interests of the children and of all concerned in the management of 
Industrial "Schools, the practice may be adopted of submitting all 
admissions to the medical attendant, who would do well to record in the 
“ Medical Report Book" the names of the children examined and the 
result of such examination. 

With regard to other infectious diseases which children are so liable 
to contract, the Inspector advises Managers to make arrangements for 
sotting apart a small day-room and dormitory for the reception of recent 
admissions and their retention in these “ Observation Wards ” tor a 
period of two weeks after admission. Many children arc committed to 
Industrial Schools from the crowded tenement dwellings in large towns. 
Some of these children may have recently suffered from infectious or 
contagious diseases, or may have been in contact with affected persons 
to such an extent as to become carriers of infection. It is desirable 
that children of whose antecedents very little is known should, 
whenever it is possible, be retained in Observation Wards for the first 
fortnight after their admission to Industrial Schools. After a 
fortnight’s probation they may with safety be passed into the body of 
the school. The necessity for some arrangement of the kind recommen- 
ded has been strongly impressed upon the attention of the Inspector 
by the recent deplorable circumstance of a young child admitted to a 
country Industrial School having communicated typhus fever to two 
Sisters of Mercy who died from the disease thus accidentally introduced.

Circular. 

The Inspector requests the attention of Managers to certain irregu- 
larities of rather frequent occurrence in connection with recommittals 
to, and discharges from Industrial Schools. 

1. On the subject of recommittals, the Inspector has to request that 
in every case in which a child is recommitted to a school, the fact of 
such recommittal, with a full statement of the circumstances, may be 
transmitted to this Office. Iu several cases of recent recommittal the 
Inspector has observed with surprise and regret that Managers have 
made themselves parties to an arrangement under which children re- 
cently discharged, or about to be discharged, on the termination of 
their period of detention, have been sent out to wander or beg, with the 
object of making a case for their recommittal by the magistrates. Such 
a proceeding is illegal and cannot fail to exercise a demoralizing influence 
upon the children themselves. An erroneous impression appears to 
prevail amongst Manager that if, on the expiration of the term of deten- 
tion, a child is under the age of 14 years they are at liberty to procure a 
recommittal so as to retain the custody of the child until the age of 
16 years. It has sometimes been alleged in extenuation of the irregular 
proceedings adopted to procure such recommittals that the sentence 
originally imposed by the magistrates was not of sufficient duration to 
complete the training of the children. The power of deciding upon the 
period of detention proper for each case is vested in the adjudicating 
magistrates ; and if, in individual cases, the sentence appeal’s to Mana- 
gers to be too short to enable them to train the child they can decline to 
receive it ; but no considerations of expediency founded upon the sup- 
posed interests of the child can justify a Manager in procuring its re- 
committal bj r methods which are obviously improper and calculated to 
endanger the certificate of the school. 

II. With reference to discharges, it appears to be necessary to remind 
Managers that under Sections 32 and 33 of the Industrial Schools 
(Ireland) Act, the Chief Secretary has power to order the transfer of a 
child from one certified Industrial School to another, and to order either 
absolutely or on prescribed conditions, the discharge of a child from any 
certified ‘ Industrial School. Managers have no power to transfer or 
discharge children except under the authority for licensing them out or 
apprenticing them conferred on them by the 21st and 22nd Sections of 
the Act. Coses have occurred in which Managers have removed children 
from certified premises without the authority of the Chief Secretary ; 
and in a few instances, Managers, under circumstances which they have 
considered urgent have taken upon themselves the responsibility of dis- 
charging children absolutely. It is requested that Managers will bear 
in mind that the exercise of the power of transfer or discharge is illegal 
on their part. 

The Inspector desires to add that when Managers, who should act 
under medical certificate, send children temporarily to extern Hospitals 
for treatment in cases of severe or infectious illness — whenever such 
temporary absence is deemed necessary for the proper treatment of the 
sufferers and the protection of the rest of the children — the names of 
the children must be recorded as heretofore on the face of the Monthly 
Return J3 with date.
